In a vote reminiscent of 
years past, the Casey County 
School Board was split as to 
raising taxes. 

However, unlike in years 
past. Chairman Ken Co&ian 
broke the tie vote in favor of 
raising the current compensat¬ 
ing tax rate from 39.9 cents per 
$100 assessment for both real 
and personal property to a 4 
percent rate of 41.4 cents per 
$100 assessment for fiscal year 


2013. 

That translates to an increase 
of $7.50 annually for property 
owners assessed at $50,000 
and $15 for those owning 
property valued at $100,000. 

The increase in revenue 
from the tax will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $92,000 in FY13, 
said Deena Randolph, Director 
of District Wide Services. Had 
the board chosen the com¬ 
pensating rate, only $14,000 
would have been raised. 

Members Marilyn Coffey 
and Michael Turner supported 


the measure while Vice-Chair¬ 
man John Cox and Anthony 
Edwards opposed raising the 
tax rate. 

“I have consistently voted 
for the 4 percent increase, and 
rU vote for it again,” Coffey 
said, citing federal and state 
cuts in school funding. 

But for Coffey, it’s all about 
the students. 

“To honor our obligations to 
our students and staff, working 
hard, to make sure they have 
resources available to them,” 
she said. 


Chairman Ken Coffman, 
who had previously opposed 
raising taxes said he still 
doesn’t like the idea of raising 
taxes. 

“It’s hard to raise taxes on 
people. Because of the issues, 
the economy and different 
things, I think it’s come back 
around to us again. I echo what 
Mrs. Coffey said and I think we 
need the 4 percent increase,” 
Coffman said. 

On the other side of the is¬ 
sue, Cox said that knowing the 
money is needed, he cannot 


support the tax increase. 

“We do need the money but 
things are not any better for 
people paying the money. I 
can’t be for the 4 percent, I can 
vote for the compensating,” he 
said. 

Randolph presented the 
Board with a detailed break¬ 
down of the need for the in¬ 
crease. 

“The number one reason. 
There is a compounding ef¬ 
fect by not taking the 4 percent

Candidates 
file for local 
offices 

Deadline for candidates 
was Aug. 14 for Nov. 6 
general election

The Aug. 14 deadline has passed 
for candidates to file to run in local 
races that will be on the Nov. 6 gen¬ 
eral election ballot. 

On the ballot are the six non-par¬ 
tisan offices of Liberty City Coun¬ 
cil, Districts 1, 4, and 5 of the Casey 
County Board of Education, and four 
seats on the Casey County Soil Con¬ 
servation District Board. 

And, by all indications, voters will 
have more to choose from than the 
incumbents. 

As of presstime yesterday, nine 
candidates have filed in County Clerk 
Casey Davis’ office to run for city 
council. 

Incumbents Brad Vaughn, Larry 
Bowmer, Mitchell Phillips, Steven 
Brown, Brian Beeler, and Jim Elli¬ 
son are seeking re-election. Bowmer, 
who had not filed to run by noon, said 
that he would file before the 4 p.m. 
deadline. 

Also seeking one of the seats on the 
city council are Nicholas Scott, Andy 
Lawhorn, and Gerald Wilson. Both 
Scott and Lawhorn ran unsuccess¬ 
fully in the 2010 city council race. 

Other races 

In the three school board races, the 
incumbents are unopposed. 

Chairman Ken Coffman is in Dis¬ 
trict 4 and he serves voters in Liberty 
B (East Liberty) and Casey 8 (Ellis- 
burg, Lreys Creek, Yosemite-Black, 
and Middleburg). 

Vice-Chairman John Cox repre¬ 
sents voters in District 1 — Casey 6 
(North Liberty and Brush Creek), and 
Casey 7 (Chilton, Little South, and 
Butchertown). 

Marilyn Coffey is in District 5, 
representing voters in Casey 1 (Pat- 
terson-Tate), Casey 9 (Walltown 
Humphrey), and Casey 10 (Argyle, 
Poplar Hill, and Bethelridge). 

Incumbents Mary Sue Shoopman, 
David Grider, and Brent Ware have 
filed to run for seats on the SCS Board 
of Directors. Vice Chairman Harvey 
Luttrell is not seeking re-election. 

Joining the incumbents to run for 
one of the seats are Cheston Wilson 
and Curtis Todd. 

Lonnie Mullins, Roger Weddle, 
and Donnie Grider were elected to 
four year terms in 2010. 

There are seven members on the 
SCS Board, who serve staggered 
four-year terms. The other three seats 
will be up for election in 2014. 

Casey County Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Brian Wright filed in Lrank- 
fort to run for Casey County Circuit 
Judge. He will face Columbia Attor¬ 
ney Judy Vance for the seat vacated 
by the death of Judge James G. Wed¬ 
dle in April. 


It’s 7:30 a.m. Wednesday, Aug. 
8 at Liberty Elementary. Principal 
Boyd Harris and Karen EUison, an 
instmctional aid, stand out front open¬ 
ing car doors and greeting students 
with “good morning” and “welcome 
back.”

New students just enrolling 
are directed to the library and those 
starting their very first day of school 
head to breakfast or their classroom 
with parents in tow — often hand-in- 
hand.

Kindergartner Christopher Spears 
sits in the cafeteria enjoying breakfast 
with his mother, Christy Bowling. 

Just around the comer from the caf¬ 
eteria, at the back of the school, librar¬ 
ian Tammy Spears greets a handful of 
students arriving by bus. 

One student mns to Spears to re¬ 


port that she finally found a book 
she thought she lost at the end of the 
school year. 

Moving on 

Standing just inside the back door, 
Chaz McGowan and Courtney Buis, 


whose mothers work at LES, anx¬ 
iously wait to take a bus to their first 
day of middle school and high school, 
respectively. 

“I’m excited to have new teachers 
— not the same teacher all day,” said

Education 
needs funds 

As anyone who attends the Casey County School Board 
meetings can see, our Board and District staff have done 
a marvelous job of being fiscal conservatives, yet without 
skimping on quality teachers, staff, or instructional materi¬ 
als and resources for students. 

However, the financial cushion that the Board has worked 
hard to build is slowly being eroded away by continuous 
cuts on the state and federal levels along with rising prices 
of goods and services. 

SEEK funding, the amount the state gives to each school 
district based on students’ average daily attendance, is now 
back at the 2008 level. 

State legislators like to say that they are protecting edu¬ 
cation by not cutting SEEK funding but how does one ex¬ 
plain that the 2008 SEEK allocation was $3,822 and the 
2013 level has been set at $3,833, an increase of $11 per 
student. 

Our District has received no state funding for new text¬ 
books since 2007 and the transportation portion of SEEK 
funding has been cut from 87.8 percent in 2006 to 62.5 per¬ 
cent in 2013. 

Huh? Diesel fuel for buses has risen from about $3 a gal¬ 
lon in 2010 to near $4 a gallon today. 

All these state cuts mean that our local board must learn 
to do more with less money. 

But if lawmakers say that we need to educate our chil¬ 
dren to compete in the global marketplace, it ain’t gonna 
happen on the cheap. 

Politicians can spin it any way they want to, but facts 
and figures tell the real story — our districts are suffering 
financially. 

Perhaps lawmakers could concentrate on finding more 
money for education and not spending it on special called 
sessions and such.

A question arose recently 
concerning businesses of¬ 
fering discounts to veterans. 
Should businesses offer, or 
better yet, should business 
owners feel obligated to of¬ 
fer a vet a discount on goods 
and services? 

Let me say that I hold the 
highest respect for the men 
and women who served 
and are now serving in the 
armed forces of the United 
States. 

I especially appreciate the 
service of Vietnam vets who 
weren’t treated with the ut¬ 
most respect either during 
the war or after it ended with 
the fall of Saigon on April 
30, 1975. 

While we stand and ap¬ 
plaud today’s armed forces 
personnel at various events, 
Vietnam vets were wrongly 
labeled as “baby killers” and 
even spat upon by war pro¬ 
testers. 

My brother-in-law, who 
served in Vietnam in the 
mid-1960’s, told me that 
when he arrived back in 
California after his tour of 
duty, to avoid the protesters, 
he removed his uniform and 
changed clothes in the men’s 



restroom at the airport. And 
that’s sad, because he volun¬ 
teered to fight in this war and 
he deserved more than be¬ 
ing disrespected by a bunch 
of radicals and hippies who 
opposed the war. 

But back to the original 
question — should they or 
any other veteran be accord¬ 
ed a discount at businesses? 

That answer should come 
from the business owner. 
Since this is America, a 
business owner can offer 
discounts to whomever he 
pleases, from vets to senior 
citizens to expectant moth¬ 
ers. 

This past weekend, I saw 
a bank advertising a $10 gift 
card to students who opened 
a new account. 

However, no one in this 
country deserves a discount, 
and that includes vets and 
senior citizens. 

At certain businesses. I’m 


a senior citizen at the ripe 
old age of nearly 57 and I 
claim the discount if it’s of¬ 
fered. 

I figure that if McDon¬ 
ald’s lets me buy a “senior” 
cup of coffee for less than 
$1, that’s OK. 

I hear seniors all the time 
asking if a certain establish¬ 
ment offers a senior dis¬ 
count. 

If a person is a member 
of AARP, AAA, or any of a 
hundred more organizations 
that offer discounts, then 
that’s wonderful — free en¬ 
terprise at its best. 

An entire culture of “cou¬ 
poning” has arisen to entice 
shoppers into stores to get a 
discount. 

I tease a female friend by 
calling her a “coupon nazi” 
because she carries one of 
those huge three-ring bind¬ 
ers into the grocery store that 
has about 25 pages where 
she stores her coupons. 

I am not a fan of standing 
in line behind one of these 
couponers but I do respect 
their diligence in saving 
money, some as much as 
several hundred dollars a 


month or more. 

But this craze to offer a 
discount to all shoppers isn’t 
a new fad. It actually dates 
back to the late 1800s with 
the Sperry and Hutchinson 
Co. offering green stamps to 
customers. 

As kids in the early 
1960’s, my brother and sis¬ 
ter and I used to paste S & H 
Green Stamps in those little 
stamp books. Grocery stores 
and other retailers gave the 
green stamps based on the 
amount of money shopper’s 
spent. 

The stamps could then be 
redeemed for housewares 
and various items offered in 
a catalog. 

Millions of housewives 
furnished kitchens with 
wares from these catalogs, 
saving them money. 

Retailers will continue to 
offer discounts to whomever 
they wish. 

And that’s what makes 
America great, business 
owners running their busi¬ 
nesses the way they want 
to.

Rumor has it... and you supply the rest 


In the workplace it can 
surreptitiously move under 
the guise of “networking.” 
In the church it can be ele¬ 
vated to the status of “prayer 
requests.” But when brought 
to a court of law, it is usu¬ 
ally called “defamation of 
character.” 

It can be dangerous and 
destructive. Written or spo¬ 
ken words intended to harm 
or hurt others can have seri¬ 
ous implications, especially 
when those words are com¬ 
municated in the public do¬ 
main. 

People engage in gossip 
for various reasons. Most of 
us have gossiped at one time 
or another; and we’ve been 
the victims of it, too. Chron¬ 
ic gossipers with destructive 
intentions tend to have poor 
self esteem; putting others 
down seems to make them 
momentarily feel better 
about themselves. 

Gossip can also be a way 
of getting attention, giving 
the gossiper a sense of pow¬ 
er. Being the first with the 
exclusive news gives some 
people an adrenaline rush. 

And some people’s mo¬ 
tive for gossip is simply 
revenge: They want to get 
back at someone who has 
hurt them in some way. 

Just as idle time is a dev¬ 
il’s workshop, so boredom is 
gossip’s incubator. I some¬ 
times find myself asking.

“Where do people have the 
time to come up with this 
stuff?” 

And all it takes is a word 
pulled out of context, twist¬ 
ed in just the slightest way, 
and voila: You have a nice, 
juicy piece of gossip cooked 
to perfection and ready to 
serve a hungry recipient who 
chews on it, then passes it to 
the next gossiper. Natural¬ 
ly, it gets nastier with each 
helping. 

Gossip is nothing new: 
We humans have been en¬ 
gaging in it for centuries. 
The classical Greek Athe¬ 
nian philosopher, Socrates, 
observed, “Strong minds 
discuss ideas, average 
minds discuss events, weak 
minds discuss people.” The 
biblical King David spoke 
about those “who are al¬ 
ways twisting what I say” 
(Psalm 56:5), and he called 
out a gossiper: “You love 
to destroy others with your 
words” (Psalm 52:4). Even 
Jesus of Nazareth wasn’t 
immune to gossip. One of 
the rumors about him was 
that he was “a glutton and a 
drunkard” Matthew 11:19). 

No, the rumor mill has 


been busy for many years. 

But with the advent of 
texting, Eacebook, Twitter, 
and YouTube, the old ru¬ 
mor mill has evolved into an 
electronic phenomenon, al¬ 
lowing gossip to go viral in¬ 
stantaneously. And once it’s 
out, it’s virtually impossible 
to retrieve. What’s in the 
public domain can damage 
a person’s reputation, and 
that can result in legal con¬ 
sequences. If you haven’t 
thought about it, you should. 
You might find yourself in 
trouble before you realize 
what you’ve done. And, you 
need not think you have to 
be a helpless victim of mali¬ 
cious gossip, either. 

Defamation of character is 
passing along false informa¬ 
tion as fact. The intent has 
to be to hurt a person or an 
organization, and it has to be 
told or written to people oth¬ 
er than the victim. So, if you 
tell the furniture salesman 
to his face that he is a lying 
scoundrel because he sold 
the furniture he promised 
to you based on what you 
said you would pay, that’s 
not defamation of character. 
But, sending an email to his 
customers or publicly accus¬ 
ing him of the same is. More 
specifically, slander is when 
defamation of character is 
spoken; libel is when it’s 
written. 

If you are the victim of 


defamation of character, le¬ 
gal action may be your only 
recourse. But if at all pos¬ 
sible, try and ignore it. Mak¬ 
ing more of the matter can 
do just that: make more of 
the matter. 

You can always take the 
tactic of Henry, whom Mil¬ 
dred, the church gossip, 
accused of being a prob¬ 
lem drinker. She had seen 
Henry’s old pickup parked 
in front of the town’s only 
drinking establishment, and 
that was enough evidence 
for Mildred to pronounce 
poor oT Henry guilty. 

When apprised of her ac¬ 
cusations, Henry didn’t ex¬ 
plain, defend, or deny any¬ 
thing. He said nothing. 

But later that evening, 
Henry quietly parked his 
pickup in front of Mildred 
fs house, walked home, and 
left it there all night. 

Don’t you love Henry? 

Near the end of her hit, 
“Rumor Has It,” pop vocal 
artist Adele sings the words, 
“Just because I said it, don’t 
mean that I meant it.” 

I might add, “Just because 
you heard it, don’t mean that 
you need repeat it.” 

Because that’s the way ru¬ 
mors have it.

Acting on an anonymous 
tip, local authorities discov¬ 
ered an indoor marijuana 
operation with more than 40 
plants at a Dunnville resi¬ 
dence on Aug. 7. 

Charles K. Clements, 
54, of 68 Rubarts Road, 
Dunnville, was arrested at 
3:36 p.m. on Aug. 7 at his 
residence by Deputy Chad 
Weddle and Sheriff Jerry 
Coffman and charged with 
marijuana cultivation over 
five plants and possession of 
marijuana. 

“It was a pretty good-sized 
operation,” Coffman said. 
“There was a lot of equip¬ 
ment, fertilizer and supplies 
on this operation. He had 
quite a bit invested — time 
and money.” 

Coffman and Weddle 
found 42 plants — 34 plants 
inside the residence and 


eight plants outside, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 

Plants inside the 
home were separated by 
room and growth stage. 
“The small ones just start¬ 
ing were in one room with a 
grow light. There were 18 in 
there,” Weddle said. “Then 
there was 11 in another 
room, mid-size plants with 
a grow light, and five larger 
ones in a tent.” 

The 8-by-8 foot tent 
housed 5-foot tall plants and 
was made of light-reflective 
material, had a tube grow 
light and an exhaust system, 
he said. 

“It would get rid of hot 
air and bring fresh air in,” 
Weddle said. 

Along with the marijuana 
plants and tent, police con¬ 
fiscated about a quarter of a 
pound of processed marijua¬ 
na in two bags and one jar, 
four bags of high-nitrogen. 


organic bat and seabird gua¬ 
no fertilizer, four fans, two 
large grow lamps, one tube 
grow lamp, a humidifier, and 
what Weddle described as a 
‘ ‘mini-greenhouse. ’ ’ 

The electrical greenhouse 
was about 4 feet tall, climate 
controlled and could be used 
to grow six starter plants, he 
said. 

“Fd never seen one of 
those before,” Weddle said. 
“(Clements) said that it cost 
about $900. He had several 
thousand dollars invested. It 
was one of the best inside- 
grown marijuana operations 
we’ve seen in Casey County. 
He knew what he was do¬ 
ing.” 

The majority of the plants 
weren’t mature enough to 
produce buds. 

“It’s hard to put a value 
on the 40 plants that he had 
since so many of the plants 
were small,” Coffman said. 


“Another month would have 
made a big difference.” 

The marijuana plants were 
clones and being grown 
through transplanting, Wed¬ 
dle said. 

Clements admitted that all 
of the marijuana plants and 
processed marijuana were 
his, court documents state. 

This is the second in-home 
marijuana cultivation arrest 
the Casey County Sheriff’s 
Office has made in a little 
more than a month. On July 
9, a Liberty resident was ar¬ 
rested for growing seven 
marijuana plants in a storm 
cellar. 

An anonymous tip led 
them to Clements, Weddle 
said. 

“If anybody’s got any in¬ 
formation at all, if they want 
to give it to us, they don’t 
have to give their name, just 
call,” Coffman said. “We’ll 
follow up on it.”

Clarence A. Roller Jr., 40, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of sodomy and four counts of first- 
degree sexual abuse involving girls who were 
less than 12 and 14 years old when the incidents 
occurred sometime between 2003 and 2011. 

According to court records, two of the four 
sexual abuse counts alleged that Roller mas¬ 
turbated in the presence of the older girl as re¬ 
cently as Aug. 15, 2011, about a week before 
he was arrested. 

Roller, scheduled to go on trial next month 
in Boyle Circuit Court, entered the plea to the 
original charges after having rejected a plea 
offer of a 16-year prison sentence serving as a 
violent offender, where he would serve a mini¬ 
mum of 85 percent of the sentence before he 
could be considered for parole. 

Roller was a lieutenant with the fire depart¬ 
ment and considered a “person of authority” 
under the law. 

Peckler ordered Roller to undergo a sex of¬ 
fender’s risk assessment before final sentencing 
on Oct. 2. 


ing for information, applied mathematics and 
locating information. A student has to earn a 
silver or gold certificate to be considered “ca¬ 
reer ready,” Webb said. 

According to the 2012 test results, 28 stu¬ 
dents scored bronze, 74 scored silver and 17 
scored gold, which translates to 67 percent of 
students at the MCATC have the skills neces¬ 
sary for the workplace. With successful com¬ 
pletion of a silver level or higher, students re¬ 
ceive the National Career Readiness Certificate 
(NCRC). According to Mary L. Taylor, career 
counselor at the MCATC, this certificate is used 
by various employers across the state as an en- 
tiy level assessment that predicts the success of 
an employee. A local employer could review 
the student’s performance and identify if that 
student is prepared for a specific entry-level po¬ 
sition based on test results, she said. 

“The overall performance of the MCATC 
speaks highly of the quahty of students attend¬ 
ing the center and that the staff has done their 
job of focusing on curriculum that meets the 
needs of industry,” Taylor said. 

The success of the MCATC and its students 
is not only good news for the school itself, but 
also for local businesses, industries, and the 
community as a whole. 

“In the very near future, if not already, busi¬ 
ness and industry will want to know what per¬ 
centage of the community is career ready when 
making decisions about expanding and/or lo¬ 
cating in the community,” Webb said. “Marion 
County ATC scoring so high bodes well for the 
community in that aspect.” 

Man accused of killing wife 

PULASKI COUNTY — Aman with a his¬ 
tory of domestic abuse against his wife now 
stands accused of her murder. 

Timmy Hislope, 52, allegedly shot and killed 
Mary Hislope, 44, in their home in western Pu¬ 
laski County on Aug. 9 before he was shot by a 
Kentucky State Trooper. 

Police said officers saw a woman come to 
the door, then saw a man pull her back inside 
and heard a possible gunshot.

According to court records, Timmy was 
charged with fourth-degree assault in Decem¬ 
ber 2010 after he slapped Mary, causing bmises 
and other minor injuries. 

Timmy was also arrested in 2007 after he 
pushed Mary and threatened the lives of Mary 
and her son, George, who was 9 at the time, ac¬ 
cording to court documents.

Women accused of plot 
to kill grandmother 

LINCOLN COUNTY — Two deaf wom¬ 
en from Ohio and a Danville woman stand ac¬ 
cused of conspiracy to commit murder in what 
Lincoln County Sheriff Curt Folger said was to 
settle a score in a lesbian lover’s quarrel. 

Autumn Drass, 23, of Columbus, and 
Taquisha Horton, 27, of Cleveland, are being 
held in the Lincoln County Detention Center on 
charges of first-degree burglary and other un¬ 
related charges. The third woman, 27-year-old 
Jessica Callahan, of Danville, is charged with 
complicity to commit burglary, among other 
unrelated charges. 

Folger said that he will seek the conspiracy 
to commit murder charges when he presents the 
evidence against the three to a Lincoln County 
grand jury later this month. 

Drass and Horton were discovered inside 
the home of 82-year-old Lois “Minnie” Goode 
on July 3 on Danville Pike armed with butcher 
knives. 

Folger is of the opinion that the two women 
were waiting to stab the elderly woman to death 
at the alleged request of Callahan. 

Hustonville Police Chief discovered Drass 
and Horton in Goode’s home after a neighbor 
reported seeing four people go into the home 
and then two left. 

Kerry Zamara, of Columbus, was the fourth 
woman who left the house with CaUahan be¬ 
fore McCoy arrived. She has agreed to testify 
against the other three women in exchange for 
not facing charges in the case. 

Folger said that Callahan, who had been in 
a long-term relationship with Goode’s deaf 
daughter, resented the daughter’s intmsion into 
her current relationship by offering to help Cal¬ 
lahan’s current partner escape the abusive rela¬ 
tionship.

Man accused of rape 

TAYLOR COUNTY — A Taylor County 
man has pleaded not guilty to 100 counts of 
rape. 

Steven Grapevine, 34, of 1034 Stoner Creek 
Road in Elk Horn, was arrested and charged 
last Thursday with sexually abusing and raping 
two teenagers, one allegedly for more than two 
years. 

According to a Taylor County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice report, deputies were told that Grapevine 
allegedly sexually abused a 15-year-old girl 
while she was visiting a home in Taylor Coun¬ 
ty- 

Two days later, the report states, a 19-year- 
old female told sheriff’s deputies that, starting 
when she was 15, Grapevine allegedly raped 
her once or twice a week for two and a half 
years. 

After an investigation. Grapevine was arrest¬ 
ed and charged with first-degree sexual abuse 
and indecent exposure and 100 counts of first- 
degree rape. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Deputy Dickie Ben- 
ningfield investigated. 

On Friday, Benningfield said deputies called 
Grapevine in for questioning after receiving the 
reports. During an interview, Benningfield said. 
Grapevine admitted to doing some of the acts he 
is accused of committing. After that interview, 
Benningfield said. Grapevine was arrested. 

According to Grapevine’s arrest citations, he 
allegedly exposed himself to one of the girls 
and touched her breasts. 

Court records state that Grapevine admitted 
verbally and in a written statement to sexually 
abusing one of the girls and raping the other. 

First-degree rape is a Class B felony. If con¬ 
victed, Grapevine could be sentenced to as 
much as 20 years in prison on each count. 

The first-degree sexual abuse charge is a 
Class D felony, punishable by as much as five 
years in prison. The indecent exposure charge 
is a misdemeanor offense. 

According to Taylor County Detention Cen¬ 
ter records. Grapevine was booked at 3:21 p.m. 
on Thursday and remains incarcerated at press 
time. 

Grapevine appeared in Taylor District Court 
on Friday for arraignment. He pleaded not 
guilty to the charges. Bond was set at $100,000 
cash. 

Grapevine is expected to appear in court 
again today, Wednesday, Aug. 15, for a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing.

Stay safe 
around 
power lines 

In traumatic situations, it 
may be instinctive to flee as 
soon as possible. A car ac¬ 
cident is a good example of 
this. However, if you are in 
a car accident with a power 
line, the safest place is often 
inside the car. 

Power poles carry high, 
potentially fatal levels of 
electricity. If you are in an ac¬ 
cident with one, your whole 
vehicle may be charged with 
electricity. If you step out, 
you will become the elec¬ 
tricity’s path to the ground 
and could be killed by an 
electric shock. Loose wires 
and other equipment may 
be in contact with your car 
or near it. If you accidently 
touch these, it can be fatal. 
Arcing electricity and elec¬ 
trical sparks from damaged 
power poles pose additional 
dangers, but lines do not 
have to be arcing or sparking 
to be dangerous. 

The only circumstance 
when you should exit the 
vehicle is if it is on Are. If 
you must exit the vehicle, 
jump clear of it with your 
feet together, and continue to 
“bunny hop” with your feet 
together so that you will not 
have different strengths of 
electric current running from 
one foot to another. 

Well-meaning bystanders 
may try to approach the car 
to help. Warn them to stay 
away from the accident un¬ 
til utility professionals and 
emergency responders have 
confirmed that there are no 
electrical dangers.

The death of Johnny Mur¬ 
phy brings up a story which 
we think is too good to keep 
and which we have permis¬ 
sion to use after all these 
years. 

Gene Murphy, son of 
Johnny, won over $100 in 
bank night at the old Allen 
Theatre when he was about 
14 years old. For reasons 
still unknown he put all 200 
in halves in a coffee can and 
buried them in the floor of 
the garage. He buried them at 
least four feet deep. Only he 
knew they were there. 

Time went on and Gene fin¬ 
ished high school, was called 
into the service, and then sent 
overseas. He saw consider¬ 
able action on a tank destroy¬ 
er. Then came the Battle of 
the Bulge and men were be¬ 
ing killed in one of the worst 
conflicts in history. 

Gene became worried and 
thought it best to let somebody 
know where his money was 
buried. He wrote his father, 
Johnny, giving a description 
of where to dig. At this point 
Gene bursts into laughter. 
Johnny did not read the di¬ 
rections correctly or perhaps 
Gene’s description was poor. 
Anyway Johnny dug and dug 
(four feet deep mind you) and 
found no money.

The Kentucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation (KDE) recently released aver¬ 
age ACT scores for 2012, and Casey 
County High School students posted 
an 18.9, continuing a three-year trend 
which shows improvement in every 
subject area. 

Two very positive statistics emerged 
from the ACT results. CCHS students 
scored above the state average in math 
—19.4 compared to 18.8 — and their 
scores showed the most improvement 
in science, up from 18.2 in 2011 to 
19.1 in 2012. 

Statistics indicate that CCHS stu¬ 
dents fell slightly behind the state av¬ 
erage ACT scores in English and read¬ 
ing, while equaling the state average 
in science. 

Casey County School Superinten¬ 
dent Linda Hatter told Board of Edu¬ 
cation members at Monday’s meeting 


that she was very pleased with the re¬ 
sults, especially in science. 

“Eew students across the state are 
prepared for college but Casey stu¬ 
dents are as prepared in math and 
science as other students across the 
state,” Hatter said. 

Locally, while students’ overall 
composite score increased .8 over 
2011, it remained only .1 behind the 
state average. 

In addition, of the 153 CCHS ju¬ 
niors taking the test, 12 scored 25 
or better, putting them well ahead of 
benchmark scores. Eight students 
scored in the 30s, up from just two in 
2011, board documents state. 

Also, the percentage of CCHS 
students meeting college readiness 
benchmarks increased in every area, 
most notably in reading — 35 percent 
in 2011 compared to 27 percent the 
year before. 

Overall, 14 percent of local students 
met all the college readiness bench¬ 


marks, the same as the state percent¬ 
age. 

However, 84 percent of CCHS stu¬ 
dents who took the core curriculum in 
every subject scored much higher than 
students who did not — 19.4 com¬ 
pared to 16.9. 

A student meets core curriculum by 
taking four years of English, five math 
courses, four social sciences, and four 
sciences. 

ACT developed College Readi¬ 
ness Benchmarks in English, math, 
reading and science, with research 
showing that students who reach the 
benchmarks have a 50 percent chance 
of making a “B” or higher, or about a 
75 percent chance of making a “C” or 
higher, in the corresponding college 
course. 

The ACT benchmark scores are 18 
in English, 22 in math, 21 in reading 
and 24 in science. 

KDE began requiring all public 
school juniors to take the ACT in 2008 


and uses the scores — on a scale of 
1-36 — as benchmarks for student 
achievement and college readiness 
evaluation. 

A student meeting every benchmark 
would result in a composite score of 


21.25. 

Statewide, 52 percent of students 
reached the benchmark for English, 
26 percent did so in math, 38 percent 
in reading, and 18 percent in science.

“I decorated it when my 
mom, who’s a teacher, came 
for meetings,” she said. 

Gracie has a crowd of girls 
around her as she opens the 
locker to display leopard-print 
wallpaper, a leopard-print 
chandelier hanging from the 
top, a pink mg, trash can, mir¬ 
ror and a sparkly pencil holder. 

She’s been looking forward 
to coming back to school for 
two reasons. 

“I get to see my friends and 
they get to see my locker,” she 
said. 

Saying goodbye 

Classes have already started, 
but McKenzie Summers is just 
now leaving the library, hand- 
in-hand with her father after 
being assigned to Lauren John¬ 
son’s third-grade class. 

Her dad, Bobby, tries to hang 
back by the door as she enters 
the classroom, but she turns 
around to beckon him with her 
hand. 

“You don’t need me. Go on,” 
he said. 

With a quick look back to 
her desk and then back at her 
father, McKenzie mshes to 
him for a quick hug and a kiss 
on the top of her head before 
finally letting go to take a seat 
at her desk.

rate each year. Typically, when 
a district t^es the 4 percent in¬ 
crease rate in one year, it push¬ 
es the compensating rate higher 
the following year which would 
increase the 4 percent rate as 
well, assuming no significant 
rise in assessment,” she said. 

Randolph said that between 
the years 2005-2008 when the 
Board took the 4 percent rate, 
the rate increased from 36.4 
cents to 39 cents. 

However, once the com¬ 
pounding effect is lost, it’s lost 
forever, she said. 

Cuts and cost increases 

Randolph said that due to 
state cuts in SEEK funding, the 
money that the state gives to 
districts based on average daily 
attendance, the district will re¬ 
ceive money based on the 2008 
level. 

“In EY 2009, the percentage 
of our General Eund budget 
from state revenue was 81.46 
percent, it was down to 77.31 
percent in EY 2012,” she said. 

Eurther, Randolph said that 
the SEEK base for 2008 was 
$3,822 while the base for EY 
2013 is $3,833. 

And that doesn’t meet ever- 
increasing costs, she said. 

Other grant funding cuts 
include Professional Devel¬ 
opment, from $48,974 in EY 
2006 to $9,205 in EY 2102 
and Extended School Services 
from $125,936 to $45,610 dur¬ 
ing that same time period. 

But what’s hurt, Randolph 
said, is the spike in costs for the 
District. 

Randolph cited rising diesel

mom had to leave and then I 
got happy again.” 

Now settled into Cara Mur¬ 
phy’s kindergarten class, Chris¬ 
topher has enjoyed drawing 
and coloring. 

Daily routine 

Harris can be seen in the 
hallway making his round to 
stop at each classroom to say 
good morning. 

It’s something he has tried 
to do on a daily basis since he 
became principal at EES eight 
years ago. 

“It’s part of my routine,” he 
said. 

Harris said there is always 
some anxiety and a kind of ner¬ 
vousness students get — first 
day jitters. “Everyone so far 
seems to be happy,” he said. “It 
was a good team effort with the 
staff welcoming the kids and 
letting them know we’re glad 
they’re back.” 

Middle school 

A few miles across town, at 
7:55 a.m. an eighth-grader is 
standing in the main office at 
Casey County Middle School. 
She’s among dozens of students 
who’ve lost or misplaced their 
class schedules on this first day 
of school in the district. 

She needs no introduction — 
members of the office staff ap¬ 
parently know her — and with 
a few key strokes on a comput¬ 
er they’re able to retrieve the 
girl’s schedule. Before handing 
it to her, a member of the staff 
gives the student a five-second 
lecture about removing her fa¬ 
cial piercing. 

The student groans and con¬ 
tends it isn’t even visible, be¬ 


fore rolling her eyes and com¬ 
plying. 

“And no drinks in the build¬ 
ing,” the staff member shoots 
back. ‘The mles are the same 
as last year.” 

Directing traffic 

A few minutes later, a line 
of 14 students has formed out¬ 
side the office, snaking toward 
the main doors of the building. 
Each apparently has last-min¬ 
ute problems with schedules, 
lockers or other enrollment is¬ 
sues. Many gossip about their 
teachers and what they did 
this summer before Principal 
Kathy Eogle comes to direct 
the traffic. 

Eogle waves one hand and 
efficiently divides the students 
into two separate lines — one 
for seventh graders, the other 
for eighth graders. With her 
other hand she directs a lost 
student to her classroom, never 
losing her smile or her patience. 
Everyone is scrambling to beat 
the 8:05 a.m. bell that signals 
students should be in their first 
class. 

Morning adjustments 

Down the hall in the library, 
eighth-graders Breece Hayes, 
14, and Alex Price, 13, are an¬ 
ticipating their first day. 

“It’s awful hard to get up ear¬ 
ly to get to school,” said Hayes, 
who awoke at 6:20 a.m., nearly 
three hours earlier than he did 
most mornings this summer. 
“But it’ll be nice to meet all of 
our friends and find new teach¬ 
ers this year, and be on a sched¬ 
ule.” 

Price got up at 6:15 a.m. and

school.

“You think about what 
you’re going to wear for a 
while,” said Price, who de¬ 
buted a new two-button, blue 
T-shirt and khaki shorts, ac¬ 
cented by a white mbber 
bracelet on his left wrist.

Superintendents first day 

Superintendent Linda Hat¬ 
ter’s first day was as busy and 
exciting as usual.

The General Eund tax levied 
in EY 2012 from the 39.9 cent 
rate generated $2,070,343.20. 

The proposed tax rate in¬ 
crease of 4 percent to 41.4 
cents is expected to produce 
$2,163,136.51, Randolph said, 
adding that of this amount, 
$295,148.83 is from new and 


personal property. 

Randolph said that the bulk 
of the $92,000 generated from 
the 4 percent increase will be al¬ 
located to instmction, $80,000; 
plant maintenance, $6,093.31; 
cost of collections, $3,700; and 
transportation, $3,000. 

According to the law, when 
a taxing district votes to accept 
the 4 percent rate increase, a 
public hearing must be held 
to gauge public reaction to the 
increase. 

The hearing has been set for 
Aug. 29 at 6 p.m. at the District 
office on North U.S. 127.

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Pay attention to school bus activity 


Most Kentucky students are 
back in school. 

For many children, getting to 
and from school will take place 
on a school bus. Unfortunately, 
every year children are injured 
and even killed in school bus 
related crashes. 

Last year, Kentucky had 
1,627 school bus related crash¬ 
es resulting in 506 injuries and 
five deaths. Motorists need to 
take extra caution anytime they 
are in the vicinity of a school 
bus. Stop, slow down and look 
for children who may be load¬ 
ing or unloading fi'om the bus. 

Distracted drivers and those 
who speed in school zones 
often put children in danger. 
Texting while driving and us¬ 
ing a cell phone often take a 
driver’s attention fi'om the road. 
Inattentive drivers may not see 
stops signs, reduced speed limit 
signs or the flashing lights of a 
school bus. 

Kentucky law states that 
if any school bus used in the 
transportation of children is 
stopped on a highway for the 
purpose of loading or unload¬ 
ing passengers, with the stop 
arm and signal lights activated, 
the operator of a vehicle ap¬ 
proaching fi'om any direction 
must stop and not proceed until 
the passengers have loaded/un¬ 
loaded and the bus has been put 


in motion. 

Passing a school bus while 
it is loading or unloading is a 
class B misdemeanor for the 
first offense and a class A mis¬ 
demeanor for the second of¬ 
fense. 

Now is a good time to dis¬ 
cuss proper school bus safety 
procedures with children. 

KSP encourages parents to 
review the following schools 
bus safety mles: 

Rules for getting on 
the school bus 

■ When waiting for the bus, 
stay away from traffic and avoid 
roughhousing or other behavior 
that can lead to carelessness. 
Do not stray onto streets, alleys 
or private property. 

■ Line up away from the 
street or road as the school bus 
approaches. 

■ Wait until the bus has 
stopped and the door opens 
before stepping onto the road¬ 
way. 

■ Use the hand rail when 
stepping onto the bus. 

Getting off the school bus 

■ If you have to cross the 
street in front of the bus, walk 
at least ten feet ahead of the bus 
along the side of the road, until 
you can turn around and see the 
driver. 

■ Make sure that the driver 


can see you. 

■ Wait for a signal from 
the driver before beginning to 
cross. 

■ When the driver signals, 
walk across the road, keeping 
an eye out for sudden traffic 
changes. 

■ Do not cross the center 
line of the road until the driver 
has signaled that it is safe for 
you to begin walking. 

■ Stay away from the bus’ 
rear wheels at all times. 

Correct way to cross 
the street 

■ Children should always 
stop at the curb or the edge 
of the road and look left, then 
right, and then left again before 
crossing. 

■ They should continue 
looking in this manner until 
they are safely across. 

■ If students’ vision is 
blocked by a parked car or 
other obstacle, they should 
move out to where drivers can 
see them and they can see other 
vehicles — then stop, and look 
left-right-left again. 

Citizens can contribute to 
additional child safety by re¬ 
porting drivers who isregard 
school bus signals to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free at 
1-800-222-5555.

These fields are open to 
public hunting Sept. 1, Sept. 
3 and from Sept. 8 through 
Oct. 24. One of these fields 
in Lincoln County is closed 
Sept. 1 for a Mentor/Youth 
hunt. 

Hunters interested in re¬ 
serving a space for Mentor/ 
Youth hunts must register 
by calling the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources at 1-800-858- 
1549 weekdays from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. Eastern time. 
Limited spaces are allotted 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. Registration is open 
through Aug. 27, or when¬ 
ever all the slots are filled. 

The additional public 
fields are located in Lincoln, 
Wayne, Pulaski and Whit¬ 
ley counties. The two fields 
in Wayne County lie beside 
one another, so the driving 
directions are identical. 

Directions to the fields: 
Lincoln County: 

From Stanford, take U.S. 
27 north for 0.16 mile to a 
left on to Ky. 590. Travel 
about 1.5 miles and turn left 
on a gravel lane and proceed 
to marked field and park¬ 
ing area. Closed Sept. 1 for 
Mentor/Youth Hunt; call 
1-800-858-1549 for reserva¬ 
tions. 

Lincoln County: 

From Stanford, take U.S. 
150 southeast for 6 miles. 
After crossing Cedar Creek 
Lake dam, turn left onto 
Sportsman’s Lane for 0.3 
mile to the parking area at 
Cedar Creek Sportsman’s 
Club. 

Pulaski County: 

From Somerset, take Ky. 
80 west for 15.6 miles and 
take a right onto Hickory 
Nut Road. Travel Hickory 
Nut Road for 6 miles to field 
on right. 

Wayne County: 

Two fields located beside 
each other: 

From Burnside, proceed 
west on Ky. 90 for 1.4 miles 
to a left onto Ky. 790. Travel 
for 10.8 miles and take a left 
onto Brammer Hill - Delta 
Road. Proceed 2.4 miles to 
a left onto Brannner Hill 
Ridge Road for 1.8 miles to 
field and parking area.
